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MINUTES OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 
STRAFFORD COUNTY DELEGATION 
FOR THE YEAR 1959 


Executive Committee Meeting 
February 20, 1959 


This meeting of the Executive Committee was 
called to order on February 20, at the Strafford 
County Court House, at approximately 2:00 p.m. 
The following answered the Roll: Dunnington, Wig- 
gin, Littlehale, Gilman, Maxfield, St. Pierre, Clem- 
ent. 


Mrs. Waldron was asked about the new forms 
required by the State. Mr. Clement suggested that 
the new forms be used only after the present supply 
was exhausted. Mr. Gilman checked and found that 
the new forms are to be effective as of July 1, 1959. 


Mr. Brown explained the background of the 
Cooperative Extension Service. No one seemed to 
know just how this organization operated. Mr. Lit- 
tlehale is the Delegation Representative. 


Angie St. Pierre suggested that the Employees’ 
Retirement and Old Age Survivors’ Insurance be 
separated on the budget. Mrs. Wilkinson said the 
State lists these two together, but will be separated 
on the County Budget. 


There being no further discussion on the matter 
the meeting was adjourned.

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Public Hearing 
February 27, 1959 


A Public Hearing was held in the Strafford 
County Court Room, Court House Dover on Feb- 
ruary 27 at 7:30 p.m. to review the Proposed Budget 
for Strafford County for 1959. 


Hearing began at approximately 7:30 with 
Chairman, Thomas C. Durnington, presiding. The 
following members of the County Delegation were 
present: Bevan, Calcutt, Chase, Colbath, Drew, 
Dunnington, Flanagan, Grimes, Littlehale, Leighton, 
Maloomian, Randall, Richardson, Stonemetz, Vin- 
cent, Watson and Wiggin. Also present were the 
County Commissioners, Greene, Durnin, and Berg- 
eron. There were approximately 15 spectators. 


Each item in the proposed budget was brought 
up and open for discussion. 


Mr. Greene, Chairman of the County Commis- 
sioners, suggested that the Delegation visit the 
County Home and Jail to look over the conditions. 
The statements about the jail were prompted by a 
question from Walter Keays, who inquired of Har- 
old Flower, Supt. of the Farm, Jail and House of 
Correction why toilets had never been installed in 
the cells since they had been recommended by the 
State Board of Health in 1906. Supt. Flower replied 
that officials had recommended that something 
be done each year, but to this year, there has been 
no modernization since the jail was built in 1907. 


Chairman of the evening, Thomas C. Dunning- 
ton corroborated Flower’s answer by stating that 
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over the years there have heen many committees set 
up to deal with these problems but they have solved 
nothing. He noted that the Jail and House of Cor- 
rection are in deplorable shape. 


There was no question raised during the review 
of the general government salaries. The reason for 
the estimated increase of about $800 in the office of 
Register of Deeds over what was spent in 1958 was 
said to be for a reserve fund to be used for indexing. 
This was exvlained by Mrs. Marjorie Holmes who 
holds that office. 


The increase in nearly $2,500 for the Register 
of Probate was explained as funds to buy new forms. 
The increased expense for running Superior Court 
is $1,000 for reindexing and $2,000 for forms and 
books. 


The $115,000 asked for to operate the County 
Farm was described by Supt. Flower as a conserva- 
tive estimate. He said that the cost to the taxpayers 
to run the farm has steadily decreased because the 
institution has reached the saturation point with a 
full house in 1958. He added that some 25 to 50 
people were turned away in 1958. 


The $4,200 special appropriation for the Coun- 
ty Farm is to go toward an $1,800 station wagon 
ambulance, kitchen range, steam jacket, mechan- 
ical lift and to close in a wind-swept piazza and tar 
the road surrounding the place. 


The figure of $14,000 for old age assistance and 
aid to the totallv disabled is the same amount re- 
quested for the former service in 1958 as the two 
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have now been combined. Board and care of chil- 
dren have risen because there are now 95 instead 
of 75 youngsters to care for. 


Welfare administration has risen $800 because 
a girl is now working full-time. Higher interest on 
temporary loans account for $500. The contingent 
fund remains at $1,500 as it has not been touched 
for two years. 


County Agent, Dan Adams, said that the in- 
crease in the cooperative Extension Service item 
is due to stockpiling supplies, increasing salaries 
for this work in which New Hampshire ranks 46th 
for a full-time forester. 


A special appropriatic on of $200 to get the 
Sheriff an addition to his radio set to stop jambing 
was explained by Commissioner Durnin, by pointing 
out that interference with taxi cab radios frequent- 
ly occurs. 

All of these increases add up to an estimated 
expenditure of $15,332 cver what was actually 
spent in 1958. The cash surplus of $12,331.22 esti- 
mated for 1959 would be cut to $2,900 when the De- 
cember bills were paid. Budget revenue to be raised 
by county tax is up $27,000 over last year. 

Chairman Greene said that the budget is a 
credit to the bookkeepers, is estimated in its entire- 
ty, and to the last penny and there are no miscel- 
laneous items in it. 

As there being no further questions, the hear- 
ing closed at 8:15 p.m.

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Strafford County Delegation Meeting 
April 6, 1959 


This meeting of the Strafford County Delega- 
tion, together with the Strafford County Commis- 
sioners and other County Officials was called to or- 
der by Chairman, Thomas C. Dunnington, presid- 
ing. The following members of the celegation were 
present: Wiggin, Dunnington, Stonemetz, Calcutt, 
Colbath, Bevan, Littlehale, Reid, Moulton, Rolfe, 
Maxfield, Watson, St. Pierre, Johnson, Clement, 
Varney, Boisvert, Maloomian, Vincent, Cormier, 
Malley, Brown, Wentworth. 


Other County Officials present were: Mrs. 
Mary E. Cheney, Welfare Worker, Mrs. Marjorie 
Holmes, Register of Deeds, C. Wesley Lyons, County 
Treasurer, Harold Flower, former Superintendent, 
Arthur Hughes, Superintendent, Dan Adams and 
Guy Angell from the University of New Hampshire, 
who are County Representatives on the Farm Bu- 
reau Extension Services. 


Under new business, the first item to be taken 
up was the appointment of Mr. Littlehale of Dur- 
ham, to serve as Representative to the County Ex- 
tension Board. Appropriate motions were made 
and seconded with no votes to the contrary. 


A three man Advisory Committee to act as 
liaison between the Delegation and the Commission- 
ers were appointed by Mr. Dunnington after the 
adjournment of the meeting. The members of this 
Committee, all members of the Executive Commit- 
tee, are: Guy Wiggin of Dover, Chairman, Albert 
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Brown of Strafford and Clovis J. Cormier of Somers- 
worth. 


Under un-finished business the ever present 
problem of Re-Indexing was again discussed. On 
March 18, 1957 on motion made by Mr. Clement, a 
Committee of Three (Dunnington, Clement, and St. 
Pierre) were appointed to investigate and study 
this ever-present problem of re-indexing. Much time 
and effort was spent on this project by Committee 
Members and a report of their activities and studies 
was read by Mrs. St. Pierre. It was disclosed to those 
present that these members travelled to several 
other Counties, interviewed the Register of Deeds, 
and studied the methods of operation in the Coun- 
ties of Hillsborough, Grafton, Rockingham as well 
as York County in Maine. Following the reading of 
this explanatory report, Mr. Dunnington then intro- 
duced Mr. Richard Bradley of the Remington Rand 
Company, who spoke in detail about the advantages 
to be gained by installing the Remington Rand Vis- 
ible Re-Indexing System as set up by his Company. 
He thoroughly explained to the Delegation the 
methods and procedures and equipment used in this 
system which would greatly ease the task of re-in- 
dexing and greatly cut future costs. A pre-prelim- 
inary estimate of the cost of re-indexing for the 
years 1941-1948 would be between $18,000 - $20,- 
000, the Company doing the work and guaranteeing 
the results, under a binding Contract. It was sug- 
gested that the years 1949 - 1958, being in fairly 
good condition, would not be done by Remington 
Rand, as the cost would be prohibitive. 


An additional cost of $5,000 to cover the cost 
of installing a visible re-index system which would 
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make the present system of file cards obsolete. It 
would greatly reduce the margin of error and prac- 
tically eliminate re-indexizg problems. The expense 
of re-indexing has been a continual cost factor in 
the preparation of County Budgets for many years. 
It was later agreed to add $10,000 to be appropri- 
ated to the Contingency Fund, making it a total of 
$35,000 for the express purpose of defraying re-in- 
dexing costs. 


The next item on the Agenda was the discus- 
sion and final approval of the amended Budget for 
1959. Albert Brown of Strafford read each item on 
the Budget, after which a discussion followed. The 
Contingency Fund was increased from $1500.00 to 
$35,000.00, $12,000 of which is ear-marked for re- 
indexing expense. It was also voted to pay for the 
1959 audit by the State Tax Commission and to pay 
for additional insurance premiums for 1959 for this 
Fund. The Expense Portion of the Budget was ac- 
cepted as amended. Under the Expenditures Portion 
of the Budget, the appropriation for the County 
Farm was cut from $115,000 to $100,000 as well as 
a Special Appropriation item in the amount of $4,- 
200.00. However, because the Contingency Fund 
was increased from $1500 to $35,000., necessary ex- 
penditures could now be charged to this Fund. The 
Sources of Revenue Portion of the Budget, as a- 
mended, was accepted and approved. On Roll Call 
vote, the entire Budget, as amended, was accepted 
and approved—21 yes, 1—no. The lone dissenter— 
W atson—Rochester. 


Prior to the approvai of the entire budget, a 
discussion ensued relative to the increase in the a- 
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mount requested for insurance premiums. Ii was ex- 
plained by Commissioners Greene and Durnin, that 
all county policies are written on a three year basis 
... this year, quite like 1956, being the renewal 
year for a bulk of the policies. Some of the members 
of the delegation were under the impression that 
the Commissioners were cancelling insurance pol- 
icies before the expiration dates and placing the 
coverage elsewhere. Commissioner Paul J. Durnin 
explained to the group that this definitely was not 
the case. Policies only on the expiration dates, were 
occasionally placed elsewhere in order to distribute 
the County Insurance business with several agen- 
cies throughout the County. The Commissioners 
were authorized to pay the additional premiums due 
this year, which were not considered in the figure 
originally presented for the Budget, from the Con- 
tingency Fund. The Commissioners assured the Del- 
egation that insurance policies were never cancelled 
prior to the date of expiration in order to place the 
business elsewhere. 


IMPORTANT STIPULATION relative to the 
CONTINGENCY FUND made with the approval of 
the Delegation is as follows: Any amount in excess 
of $500.00 expended from the Contingency Fund 
must have the approval of the majority of the Del- 
egation—anything up to and including $500.00 must 
have the approval of the Executive Committee only. 


On motion made and seconded, it was voted 
that a Resolution of Appreciation be drawn up and 
forwarded to Mr. and Mrs. Harold Flower who have 
been the Superintendent and Matron of the Home 
for the past twenty-seven months. Mr. Flower gave 
a brief resume of the accomplishments and improve- 
ments made at the Home during his tenure. 
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On motion made by Mr. Boisvert and seconded 
by Mr. Bevan, it was voted to present the 1960 Bud- 
get in three Columns, on one Sheet, rather than as 
of previous years, in order to facilitate comparison. 
This will enable the Legislators to see at a glance 
the proposed expenditures and actual expenditures 
of the previous year and the estimated figures for 
the present year. 


On motion made by Mr. Bevan and seconded 
by Mr. Clement it was voted that the Commissioners 
submit to the Chairman of the Delegation, an Or- 
ganizational Outline of the pay-roll Personnel at 
the Farm. This resume is to contain the name, sal- 
ary and a brief job description of each employee. 
Sufficient copies are to be presented to the Chair- 
man so that he may distribute a copy to each mem- 
ber of the Delegation upon their request for same. 


At 4:20 a motion was made by Mr. Malley and 
seconded by Mr. Brown, to adjourn. With no further 
business to come before the meeting, and with no 
contrariwise voices heard, Chairman Dunnington 
duly adjourned the meeting.

Thomas C. Dunningtecn called to order a Meet- 
ing of the Strafford County Delegation, together 
with the Strafford County Commissioners at ap- 
proximately 1:30 p.m. on the afternoon of May 4, 
1959 in the Strafford Ccurty Court House for the 
purpose of going over a Comparative Cost State- 
ment on the operation of the County for the first 
quarter of 1959. 


The following Delegation Members answered 
the Roll: Dunnington, Blanchette, Wiggin, Maxfield, 
St. Pierre, Clement, Cormier, Brown, Littlehale. 


The three County Commissioners were also 
present at this meeting. 


In the temporary absence of the Clerk of the 
Delegation, Mrs. Alice Blanchette, upon appropriate 
motion, acted as Clerk. However, shortly after the 
opening of the Meeting, Mrs. St. Pierre arrived 
and thereon took over her duties. 


Under Unfinished Business, Mr. Dunnington 
presented to the group, three copies of a Binding 
Contract between the County and the Remington 
Rand Company, covering the cost and work involved 
in re-indexing the records of the Register of Deeds 
for Strafford County for the period January l, 
1941 to December 31, 1948, at a cost of $18,9384., 
to complete job to be guaranteed. The second portion 
of the re-indexing problem is not quite settled— 
that being the installation of the Remington Rand 
Visible Re-Indexing System. There is a question 
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as to whether or not the equipment now in use 
in the office of the Registrar (typewriters) can be 
adjusted to take the snap-on platen attachment 
necessary for the processing of the new type card. 
If not, it had been suggested that the IBM Electric 
Typewriter now in use in the Registry be turned 
over to another Court House office in need of same, 
the older typewriter in that respective office turned 
in as a trade to Remington Rand and a new Rem- 
ington Rand Eleetric Typewriter, with necessary 
attachments, purchased. The cost of the installation 
of the system with supply of cards sufficient for 
one year would be approximately $4168.20, vary- 
ing according to the decision on the purchase of 
the new electric Remington Rand typewriter to be 
used in conjunction with the new System. This 
portion of the project is not yet in Contract form. 
Three copies of the Contract in the amount of $18,- 
934 were left for the signatures of the three County 
Commissioners. The entire cost of this particular 
indexing project is to be spread over a two-year 
period. 


Under new business the Expenditure and In- 
come for the first Quarter of 1959 were reviewed 
and compared with appropriations for the same 
period and also with the same period of one year 
ago. Each item was read and discussed in detail. 
After this discussion, a motion was made by Mr. 
Brown and seconded by Mr. Wiggin to accept and 
approve the quarterly budget as presented. There 
were no contrawise votes and it was declared a 
vote by unanimous approval.

The first related to the Fire Insurance 
on the County Home and its properties. The Deleg- 
ation wished to know the coverages and total pre- 
miums on such. Mr. Dunnington suggested that a 
list be drawn up, listing the names of the different 
policies, their amount of coverage, and the pre- 
miums regarding them. Mr. Greene stated that 
there were only minor changes regarding insurance. 


Mr. Clement also stated that the expenses at 
the County Home were extremely higher than last 
year, and he thought this was not necessary. Mr. 
Hughes explained that the prices of every thing 
involved, such as food, fuel and also labor had 
risen. Also, Mr. Durnin brought out the fact that 
the taxes for the Home were paid in September in- 
stead of October. This would add a great deal to 
the amount of expenses. 


Mr. Dunnington stated that an estimate should 
be obtained from Mr. Littlefield of the Fire Depart- 
ment, showing the total amount of damage caused 
by a fire which had taken place at the County Home. 
After the statement was acquired, work could be- 
gin on the sections involved in the fire 


Mr. Cormier spoke of the sanitary conditions 
of the Jail. He felt that showers should be added, 
and a set of lavatory equipment should be pur- 
chased. He said he visited the County Home and had 
not noticed any changes regarding the Jail. Mr. 
Hughes stated that repairs had been made, among 
them new uniforms for the turnkeys. This amounted 
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to $128.50. Mr. Greene mentioned that new locks 
had also been acquired. 


The Executive Committee tabled the approval 
of the Nine Months Budget Figures until the Sub- 
committee of the Executive Committee reports back 
additional information for the increases at the 
County Home. Mr. Dunnington, Chairman, nomin- 
ated a committee of Littlehale, Dunnington and 
Mrs. Blanchette to report to the Executive Com- 
mittee as soon as possible. 


Motion made by Mr. Littlehale and seconded by 
Mr. Wiggin. 


The meeting adjourned at 12:35 p.m.

To the Citzens of Strafford County: 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of 
Strafford County submit herewith, the report of 
the various County Officials for the year ending 
December 31, 1959. 


As of December 31, 1959 the County had a sur- 
plus of $19,166,23, and Board and Care of Children 
expenditure was $40,737.40 and actual income was 
$10,626.16. 


The year 1959 has been a most unusual year; 
in fact the most unusual year in the history of the 
County, wherein we had three murders committed 
in the County, two of which were tried and com- 
pleted in 1959. 


Bessie Hayes, a long and trusted emvloyee at 
the County Home passed away during the year, 
‘Bessie’? as we all knew her, worked as a book- 
keeper for many years. 


George O. Tasker, who worked as an engineer 
and maintenance supervisor for Strafford County 
for over twenty-six years, also went to his Eterna! 
Reward. No man who ever served the County was 
more respected than Mr. George Tasker, and his 
passing was of great sorrow to all who knew him. 


Another member of our official family, our 
County Treasurer, the beloved C. Wesley Lyons, 
passed away, and his untimely death brought grief 
and sorrow not only to the people of Strafford 
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County, but to all of New Hampshire. To give a very 
brief sketch of his background, was a Governor’s 
Councilor, and was returned as Mayor of Rochester 
seven times. Speaking for myself, as Chairman, I 
can only repeat that to know C. Wesley Lyons was 
to love him. 


The Riverside Rest Home, formerly known as 
the Strafford County Home, is managed by Superin- 
tendent Arthur Hughes and his wife. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hughes have, in the opinion of everyone who has 
visited the Home in the past year, done a very com- 
mendable job in every phase of the operation of the 
Home. 


There has been a new automatic stove installed, 
a new steamer for the kitchen, the porch is under 
renovation and will be completed soon. They have 
some 85 head of cattle, of which about 40 are pro- 
ducing a good quantity of milk. In 1959 most of this 
cattle were just starting to produce, but 1960 should 
be a big year as far as income of milk production 
is concerned. There was purchased in 1959 a new 
Beach Wagon for County use, a Manure Spreader, 
and many other incidentals. 


For the first time in the history of the County, 
there were new uniforms bought for the guards. 
Two locks were replaced. We were in hopes of 
replacing all of them, but that was all we could af- 
ford at that time. The locks in the prison are cer- 
tainly out-dated and absolutely of no use. 


It affords me great pleasure at this time, as 
your former Chairman, to thank all of the County 
workers for being so helpful to me during my 
short tenure of office. I know it has made my life 
a great deal richer for having known all of you, 
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and to my fellow Commissioners, Mr. Paul Durnin 
and Mr. Louis Bergeron, who were so helpful and 
willing at all times, Iam deeply grateful.

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SUPERINTENDENT AND MATRON REPORT 


To the Commissioners and Citizens of Strafford 
County: 


Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-nine has been a 
very busy year, at the County Home. 


We feel we have accomplished many things in 
the nine months we have been in charge. In all sin- 
cerity we must say it has been quite a challenge. 


Among the many improvements, the following 
were done on the Men’s Wing. Porch inside and out, 
two coats of paint; Sitting and Dining Rooms re- 
painted. Five rooms of the first floor, sanded and in- 
stalled Inlaid Linoleum. 


Women’s Wing. The Dining Room, Sitting 
Room and five Bedrooms newly painted. Twelve new 
Congoleums were installed in rooms on the first 
floor. A Jalousie Door, entering onto their porch. 


For the Jail, we purchased uniforms for the 
Turnkeys. Two Escape Proof Locks were installed, 
recommended by Warden Hancock of State Prison. 


Considerable Wiring was done in all the build- 
ings; including Potato rooms under the Hay Barn, 
Jail, etc. This was recommended by Fire Chief. 


The rat situation in the Dairy Barn and Piggery 
has been controlled. Not one rat has been seen since 
last June. 


Our Dairy Herd is coming along fine. We now 
have twenty-one milkers and by June should have 
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approximately forty. We have receipts of $2,650.00 
realized from surplus milk sales, in addition to sup- 
plying the Home with $11,000.00 of milk and cream. 


Would like to recommend an Automatic Dish 
Washer. From a sanitary view point alone, it is great- 
ly needed. Also combination windows for the rear 
of the main building, which would complete the 
home on windows. Also a Hay Conditioner. 


We wish to thank our entire staff for their very 
fine cooperation. 


To the many organizations that so graciously 
donated time and gifts to the Residents of the Home. 


To Father Beaudet; Reverend Macomber; Sal- 
vation Army and many other Religious organiza- 
tions, many, many thanks for your time and efforts 
to please and aid the Residents.

To the Board of County Commissioners of Strafford 
County 


Gentlemen: 


The duties and accomplishments of the Straf- 
ford County Cooperative Extension Service are here- 
by submitted for 1959. 


On June 30, Eloi A. (Dan) Adams retired after 
thirty-one years of faithful and untiring service to 
the county people. Arthur H. Cutter succeeded him 
on August 1, after serving as Coos County Agent. 


The governing board for the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service is the Advisory Council. 


This council consists of thirteen members, made 
up of three people from each line of work; namely 
agriculture, forestry, home economics and 4-H, with 
the last member being appointed by the represent- 
atives of the County Delegation. Meetings are held 
at least four times a year, with the finance com- 
mittee meeting each month for the disbursement of 
funds. 


AGRICULTURAL AGENT’S DUTIES 


The agricultural agent is designated as mana- 
ger of the Extension Service office. In addition, 
he is responsible for the agricultural program in 
the county. The projects in which work is done with 
farmers and others are dairying, poultry, forage 
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crops, fruits, vegetables, agricultural Si 
farm management and marketing. 


By legislation the agricultural agent works with 
governmental agencies. He aids the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service with information on crops and fertiliz- 
ers and serves as secretary of the Soil Conserva- 
tion District. The agent is an ex-officio member of 
the Agricultural Stabilization Conservation County 
Committee and serves as chairman of the Election 
Board. He also helps to appraise land values for 
the Soil Bank Program. Recommendations and ap- 
provals are made on seeding, fertilizing and lining 
practices, based on soil test results. 

The agent serves in an advisory capacity on 
the Farm and Home Loan Administration Board. 
This agency makes loans to farm people. 


The Selective Service System calls on the agent 
for advice pertaining to agricultural problems. 
During the growing season, the agent reports 
local weather and crop conditions to the New Eng- 
land office of the Agricultural Statistician. 
Assistance is given the Department of Interior 
in the control of predatory animals and rodents. 
During the past few years, more help is being 
requested by urban people for lawns, home gardens, 
ornamentals and household pests. 
The agent serves as chairman of the Farm Ad- 
visory Committee for the Strafford County Home. 
The information given above outlines the a- 
gent’s main duties. A detailed annual report is a- 
vailable for examination at the Extension Service 
office.

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REPORT OF 
HOME DEMONSTRATION AGENT 
Strafford County — 1959 


To the Commissioners of Strafford County: 


The Home Demonstration office has been the 
clearing house for 1,000 telephone and office calls 
and the distribution for over 17,000 educational 
bulletins in homemaking. A monthly newsletter 
went out to 785 homemakers. There was an enroll- 
ment of 622 women in 31 organized clubs. Leader- 
ship was provided by 110 women, who gave of their 
time and abilities in volunteer service. There were 
470 meetings held, with approximately 5,000 in 
attendance. 


Major emphasis in home management was 
placed on upholstery, kitchens, furniture arrange- 
ment and household equipment. Approximately 
1,000 homemakers were assisted in the develop- 
ment of their abilities and skills as managers in the 
selection and buying, care and preparation of food. 
Clothing emphasis was on buttonholes, hemming, 
selection and fitting of commercial patterns, correct 
sizing, clothing selection and sewing on new fabrics. 
Much interest was developed in the Human Rela- 
tions and Child Development programs. 

The potential is high for the organization of 
young homemakers groups in nearly all sections of 
the county. The Cooperative Extension Service pro- 
grams, The Home Demonstration Club of the Air, 
on the educational television Channel 11, University 
of New Hampshire, are beginning to reach these 
voung mothers and working women.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 
Strafford County — 1959 


Strafford County is experiencing changes in 
land use. The full-time farms are becoming fewer 
and larger in land area. Many of the smaller farms 
are becoming part-time farms; others are being pur- 
chased for year-round residences by urban workers 
or by non-residents as summer homes. The urban 
worker and the non-resident need only small acre- 
age of field land for home gardens, lawns and, in 
some instances, areas to pasture animals such as 
saddle horses which are used for recreational pur- 
poses. Because of the change of land use, many 
fields are being abandoned in the county and are re- 
verting to woodlands. This change has been re- 
flected by an increase in the planting. 


In 1958 there were approximately 90,000 trees 
planted by forty (40) landowners—75,000 of these 
trees were planted in abandoned fields. In 1959 
161,450 trees were planted by fifty-four (54) land- 
owners and approximately 140,000 of these trees 
were planted in abandoned fields. The other areas 
planted were already in woodlands and included old 
burns and cutover areas. 


The County Forester assisted the landowners in 
selecting species of trees that were adapted to soils, 
future markets and future objectives of the land- 
owners. 


As in previous years, the County Forester has 
had excellent cooperation from public and private 
organizations involved in promoting and carrying 
on forestry practices in the area. 
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During 1959 the trend of landowners to do 
more stand improvement work in their immature 
forest stands continued. This work included weed- 
ing out undesirable forest trees, pruning of white 
pine trees four to ten inches in diameter to increase 
the quality of the future lumber from these trees, 
and the thinning of stands of white pine and other 
desirable forest trees that are too crowded to grow 
rapidly. The development of techniques of using 
chemicals to remove the undesirable trees of non- 
commercial value has greatly speeded this work. 
The County Forester finds that more and more of 
his time is spent in acquainting landowners with 
techniques of stand improvement work and select- 
ing areas on their forest holdings which need this 
type of work. 


During 1959 the County Forester divided his 
time equally between Strafford and Belknap coun- 
ties. The increase of requests from landowners for 
assistance under the County Forestry Program dur- 
ing the past two years created a large backlog 
of requests and, in November and December 1959, 
Strafford County, through the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, employed a part-time forester to work 
with the County Forester on servicing as many of 
these requests as possible.

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REPORT OF 4-H CLUB WORK 
Strafford County — 1959 


The 4-H is a national organization from which 
various phases have been adopted by approximately 
50 foreign countries. The four ‘‘Hs’’ are head, heart, 
hands and health and it is around these ‘‘H’s” that 
the 4-H program is developed. The 4-H program 
is aimed at developing better citizens and the pro- 
ject is the tool through which this objective is 
realized. In New Hampshire there are thirty-five 
projects offered to the urban and rural youth. 


The Strafford County program has two full-time 
paid personnel_Warren A. Hall, County Club Agent, 
and Mrs. Richard McLaughlin, Associate 4-H Club 
Agent. The county program would be impossible if 
it were not for the 132 volunteer 4-H leaders, junior 
leaders and advisors. The ieaders take responsibility 
for club organization and project leadership. The 
average club has twenty-seven club and project 
meetings a year. 


In addition to the local activities, which are 4-H 
Winter. Carnival, Window Display Contest, Talent 
Show, Tractor School, Dairy Judging, Egg Judging, 
Dress Review, Demonstration Contest, Rochester 
Fair Exhibits, County Round-up, 4-H Camp and 
tours. 


During 1959, Brad Leavitt and Robert Omand, 
both of Strafford, and Jayne Boynton of Durham 
were State 4-H Contest winners. Many more out- 
standing 4-H members could be mentioned, but 
the space is limited. 


To assure continued growth of the Strafford 
County 4-H Program, more adult club leaders and 
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project leaders are needed. The success of the pro- 
gram rests upon the shoulders of the average citizen. 
This means all of us, rather than a few loyal club 
leaders.
